Recollections of Mao 


Fditor’s Note 

This is the first article in a series of 
four by Native Sacramentans — Ruth 
O'Hearn and George Sadow — who 
visited (hina during May of 1976 


Mao Ise - tung put into practice 
he phrase “Serve The People” He has 
touched the lives of every man 
woman and child in China. Visitors to 
the Peoples Repubhe of China en- 
counter many examples of this during 
every phase of their trip 

Peasants in Linhsien County, Nor- 
thern China’ had existed for centunes 
with starvation caused from lack ot 
water It was one of the most 
underdeveloped areas of China. The 
arnid conditions made grain produc- 
tron almost impossible. It was con- 
sidered a hopeless undertaking that 
peasants could construct what is now 
the Red Flag Canal 

Qian Ming was one of the 300 
voung people who volunteered to 
work on dynamiting the now famous 
Youth Tunnel” through mountains 

solid rock. He now recalls many 
Iwes were lost during the ten year 
construction of the canal. During 
some of the most difficult years of 
construction he and his comrades 
were urged to be self reliant and in- 
dustrious by Mao Ise - tung 

Qian recalls night - time readings ot 
the story written by Mao concerning 
the old Chinese table. The F ootish Old 
Man Who Removed the Mountains 
Mao changed the meaning of the story 
significantly. The fable of the man 
who was heiped by god to move the 
mountains which were tn his way was 
changed to an inspiring story about a 
whole people who struggled to move 
the mountains of feudalism and 
imperialism in 20th century China 
Miao knew how to use the folklore of 
the past to inspire progress in the 
present. The peasants of Linhsien 
County now live in an area that ts as 
beautiful as it is tertile 

Before liberation in China women 
bore anextra burden of oppression. In 
iddition to being dominated by the 
three systems of authority (political 
clan and religious) they were also 
dominated by their husbards. Few 


women were given the relative 


ndependence of earning a living 
Those who worked in the service oc 
cupations were often hired simply to 
attract Male customers 

Sha Chin Yu, now a leading 
member of the Shanghai Women’s 
Federation savs that “women are 
ntegrated into all aspects of life in 
China.” She reports that “the 
liheration of the peasants and workers 
of China laid the groundwork tor the 
liberation of women”. She knows that 
Chairman Mao's writings and actions 
on the subject of women contributed 
to the current dominant idea in China 
that “whatever men can do, women 
can doalso.~ Asanexample of this, we 
now see many women dock workers in 
Shanghai. The old superstition that if 
a woman set foot on a boat it would 
sink is now only brought up as a 
reminder of the “bitter past.” 

Yuan (hengsu. now a member of 
the Revolutionary Committee at the 
Shanghai Docks #7 was a brash young 
middle

Cultural Revolution. He could solve 
physics problems in a classroom but 


he could not put his knowledge to 


practica use He looked with 
repugnance at the Shanghai dock 
workers who did physical labor He 
was ga leading cadre but he was 
removed from the masses The 
Cultural revolution changed many 
cadre through, among other things 

ng discussions and criticism sessions 
nvoiving all workers inthe productive 
process 

Mae urged cadre such as Yuan to 
participate in physical labor in order 
to learn from the masses Yuan now 
knows what it means to truly “serve 
the people ” His vears of working with 
the dockworkers taught him not onis 
how to put his knowledge to practical 
use, but also about the hard lives and 
courageous struggles of the working 


people of China

Stlarma and the Psychology 
Department have been offering a 
luable service to the community. 
| Dr Sharma instructs a graduate 
caurse, “Practicum in Psychotherapy” 
which gives a psychology counsel to 
people in the community in a clinical

The counseling service is open to 
all members of the community. Since 
there's no charge, it’s even more

Ac- 
cording to a study done of the 
program at CSUS last year, clients 
interviewed one year after their 
counseling came to a conclusion that 

They were all glad to talk abou’ their 

experience and expressed gratitude 
that the college had such a service.” 

The clients are not limited to the 
amount of sessions they can attend 
with their counselors. However, the 
average amount 1s twelve sessions 


“The people who use the service are 
usua!ly of the middle class stratum.” 
said Dr. Sharma. He goes on to say 
that the people using the service are 
usually employed or in - between jobs, 
averaging around $11.000 4 year and 
in their thirues 

There is also a special room set up 
for children. In fact !2 per cent of the 
clients ere children ranging from age 7 
to 15 

“We weren't prepared to have so 
many children coming when we first 
designed the center.” said Dr Sharma 
of the small room filled with toys and 
games for the children. He said the 
children’s room should be bigger and 
with more facilities
